This paper is submitted in response to the Official Action dated February 20, 2007, having 
a 31 day shortened statutory period for response expiring on March 23, 2007. 

In the Action, restriction is required between Group (I), Claims 1-12 and 15-19; and Group 
(II), Claims 13-14. 

Applicants hereby elect the subject matter of Group (I), Claims 1-12 and 15-19, drawn to 
a modified promoter, constructed by inserting a first DNA fragment and a second DNA 
fragment into a promoter capable of functioning in a filamentous fungus, for prosecution in this 
application. Further, applicants elect "at the 3'-end side that is downstream to a SRE region 
existing in the promoter region" as to Claim 7, and "SEQ ID No. 4" as to Claims 3-5. This 
election is made without traverse, it being understood that the applicants' rights to the filing of a 
divisional application directed to the non-elected subject matter under 35 USC 120 and 35 USC 121 



are retained.
